Pliny calls Zurmodigi the People who inhabi- 
ted the Cities Segi/amo, and Segifama Fulia. 
Prolomy calls it as Harduin has 
remark’d it, and at the lame Time confefles be 
never heard of Zurmocizi. I: may be that Pii- 
ny wrote Lurmogi, and Prolomy 
* All the Roman Fai, or Annals, place thé 
two Confuls in, the fixth Year of Avtoninus 
Pius, inthe Y#4r of Rome 896, and in the 
143 of the Chriftian Era. Some Remarks may 
be made on what Cardinal Norris has written 
concerning thefe. They were Confuls in the 
Months of January and February, after which 
they made Room for two other fubftituted Con- 
fuls, whofe Names are unknown. So that 
‘Phoebus, born on the 17th Day of February,’ 
came into the World during their Confulthip, 
but died, the 2d Day of Auguft, under the 
Confulthip of others, whofe Names are not in 
the Fafti, becaufe thefe laft were fomeé of thofe 
who.were calléd fubftituted, Suffetti. Thole 
tender Expretfions, Filio Kariffimo, Filio Dal- 
ciffimo, give Room to believe this Phoebus died 
young, and perhaps a Child ; perhaps did he 
ive no longer than till he was five Months and 
* two Days old. Nothing in this Infcription can 
* help one to guefS any Number of Years.

London, January 9. 
On Tuefday arrived two Mails Bian Flanders. 
Leghorn, Dec. 14. ‘The Corfairs of Algiers 
have taken a Hambourg Merchant Ship coming 
from Cadiz, where fhe had taken more than 600 
Barrils of Oyl on board of her. We have had 
here a moft dreadful Tempeft for three Days to- 
gether, which has ftranded moft of the Ships on 
our Coafts, arid Shipwreck’d others. ‘The 'lripo- 
lin Corfairs have taken the Jafon, and Captain 
Marrinec’s Ship from the French. 
viele, Dec. 15. They inceflantly work 
about building Ships in this Port, for which pur- 
oe the Imperial Court-has fent heré very con- 
iderable Sums. We hear from Buccari, that they 
had imprifoned a Mau there, who being zealoufl 
affected for the Good of his Country, and, though 
-66 Years of Age, has done his beft Endeavours to 
BP Mankind, and got 14 Children in one 
ear’s Time, on feveral Women he was acquaint- 
ed with. He has been confined, in order, ’tis faid, 
to his being fent to people fone Agnerican Plan- 
tations.

is come incognito to this City, and has had feveral 
rivate Conferences with fome Lords of Courland 
ately arrived from thence. 

Vienna, Dec. 27. Tis affured M. Hamel 
Bruininx, Minifter of the States General, is charged 
on their Part with a Negotiation of the highett 
importance. ‘The™Aulick Council has given a 
final Decree in favour of the Countels ot Kant- 
zau, concerning her Pretenfions ftaited againit the 
Countefs of Caitilli her Relation. ‘This ‘fribebal 
has alfo fent a Kefcript to the King of Prutha, 
charging his Majeity, as Director of the Circle of 
the Lower Saxony, to caufe it to be put in Exe- 
cution. 

. _Hambourg, Jan. 4. An Officer arrived here 
Yefterday from the Court of Hefle-Cailel, going 
to Copenhagen, to execute a Committion there 
on the Part of the Landgrave his Mafter, and from 
thence go to Stockholm. We hea: from Meck- 
lembourg, that a new Mandate of Duke Charles 
ge dated from Dantzick the 12th of De- 
c@mber laft, had been pofted up in feveral Places, 
exhorting his Subjects to oppofe with all their 
Might, che future Adminiftration of Duke 
Chriftian Lewis his Brother, whom he calls a 
Rebel. This Mandate, which is couched in very 
harfh ‘Terms, has been torn down every where ; 
and ’tis faid Duke Chriftian is to anfwer it in a 
Manifefto. By Letters from. Hanover we hear, 
that they had received trom London a Lift of the 
Servants and Equipage of Prince Frederick, which 
aré’to gO over thither ; and that though all the 
Regiments in that Electorate be compleat, the 
Generals have notwithftanding received Orders to 

© on with raifing Men. From Stockholm we 

ear, that M. Antipheres Secretary to the Count 
de Freytag, had ftayed there to take Care of the 
Affairs of Vienna, till a new Minifter arrives there 
from the Imperial Court ; that Count Horn and 
{ome other Senators were gone in the Country for 
the Holydays; and that Count Gallowin, the 
Ruffian Minifter’s Departure was no more {poken 
of. From Munfter we hear, that Baron Dockum, 

Major-General in the King of Pruffia’s Service, ar - 
rived there beiore the Departure of the Elector 
of Cologn for Bon, and had the Honour to 
compliment his Electoral Highnefs on the Part of 
his Pruflian Majefty, upon his Election to the 
Bithoprick of Ofmabrug. M. Bottiger, the Pruffian 
Minifter in the Circle of Lower Saxony, and who 
refides in this City, has received Orders from his 
Court to put on deép Mourning for the Death of 
the Great Princefs Nathalia, Sifter to the Em- 
pérour his Mafter. We are informed, that a cer- 
tain Power bath takén the Dutchy of Mecklem- 
bdurg under his Protection. We hear from Kiel, 
that the Duke of Holftein Gottorp thinks of-going 
the oth of this Month to Eutin, to his Coufin 
Getinain the Bifhop of Lubeck, where he will re- 
main till the approaching Fair of Kiel be over, 
The Departure of Baron Solenthal, Envoy of the 
King of Denmark tothe Court of Great Britain, 
has Be retarded upon Account of very impor- 
tant Affairs. The Sindick of this City, fome Day 
ago, gave that Mihifler a very fplendia Entet- 
tainnent, to which about 20 foreign Miniftérs 
were invited.
